$1900 from the sale of a union- 
owned Cadiliac. The State Su- 
preme Court is scheduled to 
hear his appeal next March. 

Beck's big trouble’ began 
when he appeared before the 
Senate rackets committee in

Clot is also handling the po- 


lice investigation of the case 
against French industrialist 
Jean Lacaze, who has been ac- 
cused of hiring agents to kill 
or defame Jean P. Guillaume 
his wealthy sister's adopted 
son 

Mrs. Biddle’s death was ac- 


cepted as having been the re- 


sult of a stroke when it oc- 
eurred June 8. 1956 Hints 
‘that it was linked with the 


Lacaze case stem largely from 
the fact that.she went to the 
opera the previous night with 
Lacaze’s sister, Mrs. Jean Wal- 
ter and Mr. Maurice Lacour. 
Fa al Auto Accident. 

Lacour and Mrs. Walter also 
were on the scene the follow- 
ing vear, when Mrs. Walter's 
husband was killed in an auto- 
mobile accident 

Walter was the majority 
stockholder in the Zellidja lead 
mines, a Moroccan property in 
which Mrs. Biddle had a 4 per 
cent interest 

Since Walter’s death, Lacaze 
has been managing the mines 
for his sister. His alleged plots 
against Guillaume are supposed 
to have been intended to pre- 


vent his inheriting the mines 
from his foster mother 
Official sources say Clot’s 
investigation of Mrs. Biddle’s 
death is more likely to un- 
cover details of Lacaze’s fi- 
nancial dealings than any sen- 


sational evidence of foul pla: 

They said the American heir- 
ess's body was embalmed be- 
fore it was buried in suburban 
Fontainebleau, making it diffi- 
cult at this late date to deter- 
mine just how she died 

The first evidence of official 
interest in Mrs. Biddle’s death 
was the announcement yester- 
day by Paris attorney Jean L 
Tixier-Vignacourt, who savs he 
represents the Biddle heirs, 
that he would ask for exhum- 
ation of her remains. 

The attorney refused today 
to comment further on the 
case 

Alone When She Died.

Plans to put into effect a 


uniform tornado warning sys- | 
tem, using air raid and police | 
car sirens, were approved last | 
night by officals of 11 St. Louis | 


county muicipalities. 

Four other county munici- 
palities and St. Louis county, 
whose councils have not yet 
acted on the plan, indicated 


they would join the warning 
network. 
The seven-point program, 


known as the St. Louis County 
Mutual Natural Disaster Or- 
Zanization, was adopted at a 
meeting of county mayors and 
police and fire chiefs at the 
Glendale City Hall. 

Those cities whose councils 
have approved participation are 
Glendale, Shrewsbury, Oak- 
land, Crestwood, Rock Hill, 
Kirkwood, Webster Groves, 
Richmond Heights, Ladue, 
Creve Coeur and Warson 
Woods

St. Louis had an observer 
from its Civil Defense staff 
present at the meeting but 
without authority to commit 
the city.

Tucker and Civil Defense ~Di- 
rector Francis P. Hardway are 
to nfeet Tuesday to discuss a 
possible plan for a city tornado 
warning system. 

The program adopted last 
night calls for the sounding of 
a uniform and simultaneous 
ignal on the air raid siren 
system where one exists. and 
on cruising police automobiles 
in areas not served by the civil 
defense sirens 

The only signal approved fo: 
this purpose by federal Civil 
Defense authorities is the pres- 
ent air raid “take cover” sig- 


nal, which consists of a three- 
minute, up-and-down wailing 
sound 


Education Program. 


Another feature is a publi 
education program telling peo- 
ple what to do when the siren 
sounds. The first step in such 
cases would be to turn on the 
radio. At least three radio sta- 
tions are on the air here con- 
tinuously 

The second step would be to 
put into effect the safety rules 
promulgated by the United 
States Weather Burean. These 
in general instruct persons to 
go to the southwest corner of 
a basement or, if there no 
basement, to take cover under 
heavy furniture near an inside 
wall. At all events, stay away 
from windows and do not go 
outside. Motorists are advised 
to leave their cars and lie face 
down, preferably in a depres- 
sion. 

The all-clear would be given 
by radio after an advisory from

the Weather Bureau The 
sirens would be used at any 
hour, even though many per- 
sons might already have their 


radios and television sets on. 
Other Features. 

Other aspects of the plan in- 
clude co-operation with school 
authorities, uniform methods 
of handling weather warnings 
at local headquarters and mu- 
tual disaster aid among com- 
munities. 

Only the Weather Bureau at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field could 
originate the warning. It 
would be issued over the bu- 
reau's teletype system to radio | 
stations and other organiza- | 
tions receiving this service. 

Meteorologist George Bran- | 
cato explained that a tornado 
warning is issued by the bu- 
reau only if the characteristic 
funnel-shaped cloud has been 
sighted in the vicinity or if 
atmospheric conditions are 
verging on tornado production. | 
This warning is distinguished 
from tornado or severe thun- 
derstorm forecasts which alert 
the public to the possibility of 


tornado activity. Sirens will 
be sounded only if an actual 
tornado warning is issued. 


Used in Glendale. 
Lester Saenger, director of 
Glendale’s civil defense unit, 
noted that objectors to a pub- 
lic warning system had pointed 


out that “crying wolf’ too 
often would lull the public 
into carelessness. He coun- 


tered this argument by stating 
that Glendale’s tornado warn- 
ing system had been used only 
twice last year. 

“We believe it is better to 
wake people up when these 
conditions of extreme danger 
exist, rather than let them 
sleep and be blown out of their 
homes,” he said. 

Further meetings are to be 
held to determine how the 
various siren systems are to 
be co-ordinated and to central-

Silverstein testified that the 
second cluster will be just 
capable of sending a 2000- 
pound manned space vehicle 
to a soft landing on the moon 
with 18,000 pounds of fuel for 
a return to earth. 


He said this would be a 


| “minimum” moon trip. 


The big cluster will have 
these other capabalities: 

In a low orbit, it could 
create a satellite weighing 
150,000 pounds. Silverstein 
said that will be the begin- 
ning of “manned, orbiting 
space laboratories.” 

At an altitude of 22,000 
miles above the earth. it 
could create a_ satellite 
weighing 42,000 pounds. Such 
a satellite would revolve at 
the same rate as the earth 
turns, once every 24 hours, 
and thus would appear to be 
stationary 
Silverstein said the payload 
which other rockets could send 
for a soft landing on the moon 
would be: Atlas-Hustier, 300 
pounds; Vega and Centaur, 750 
pounds; and million-pound 
Cluster, 1800 pounds. 

None of these would be large 
enough for a manned flight to 
the moon 

The witness 
and Centaur will be approxi- 
mately equal to the launeher 
with which the Russians fired 
“Lunik L.”’ 

The United States missile 
family also will include a 
workhorse called the Scout, a 
multi-staged solid fueled rock- 
et to launch satellites weighing 
up to 150 pounds.

in office, 

The special committee, which 
met in executive session, was 
split-in its decision, 2-to-1, it 
was learned. Committee chair- 
man.-Donald L. Carpenter and 
Chafles J. Dyer voted to up- 
hold the dismissal. The third 
memper, Daniel L. Schlafly, a 
plaigtiff in the suit to oust 
Fletcher, dissented. 

By the same vote the com- 
mittee also concurred in 
Fleteher’s discharge of Cather’s 
uncle, Henry Cather, who was 
a tuckpointer for the school 
board. Henry Cather did not 
testify in the ouster suit. 

Frank Cather was fired by 
Fletcher last Dec. 12 ‘‘for abuse 
of sick leave and vacations and 
for other reasons.” 

Cather Plans Appeal. 

Cather told a reporter he in- 
tends to appeal the committee's 
decision to the full board. He 
contended the committee was 
prejudiced, saying “Dyer and 
Carpenter had personal reasons 
for voting the way they did, in 
my opinion.” He declined to 
elaborate on that statement. 

In his deposition, Cather 
testified that Fletcher knew of

Into Advertising of Antibiotics

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 — 
The Federal Trade Commission 
is prepared to discuss high 
prices of antibiotics and other 
drugs and the promotional 
methods employed by their 
manufacturers, United States 
Senator Warren G. 
(‘Dem.), 
today. 

But the commission rejected 
Senator Magnuson's suggestion 
that its study, which resulted 
in an economic report on anti- 
biotics manufacture, be broad- 
ened to include merchandising 
and advertising practices. 

“Il am well aware of your 
concern about the high price of 
medicines and drugs.” FTC 
Chairman John W. Gwynne 
wrote in reply to a letter from 
Senator Magnuson in which he 
to the “extravagant 
claims for certain antibiotics.” 
Advertising claims have been 
the subject of caustic criticism 
by some distinguished mem- 
bers of the medical profession 

Price-fixing Inquiry. 

“T assure you that the com- 
mission has a parallel interest. 
We are, as you know, holding 
hearings in a case involving 
allegations that the prices of 
tetracvcline were § fixed by 
agreement among the manu- 
facturers. 

“The FTC will examine and 
take appropriate action with 
respect to any action which 
comes to it from your ecommit- 
tee or elsewhere which indi- 
cates any illegal activity on the 
part of drug manufacturers or 
distributors 

“We are prepared to discuss 
the general subject at the time 
the Independent Offices sub- 
committee considers the FTC 


Washington, was told 


1960 budget, or at any other 

time, at your discretion.’ 
Senator Magnuson, chairman 

of the Senate Interstate and 


Foregin Commerce Committee, 
had suggested that a discussion 
of a broadened investigation 
be held when the FTC budget 


comes before the subcommit- 
tee. of which he also is chair- 
man, next month. He had told

tion to advertising claims made 
exclusively to doctors for the 
therapeutic properties of a 
drug preparation. 

“The issue would be the val- 
idity of the opirions of physi- 
cians and_ scientists upon 
which the advertising claims 
are based, such opinions being 
drawn from the medical, scien- 
tific and research data avail- 
able. A determination by the 
commission of the issue thus 
posed would seem to come 
within the limitation imposed 
by the statute in that there is 
no false representation of a 
material fact.” 

Under this construction, the 
FTC would not have jurisdic- 
tion to deal with such mislead- 
ing advertising as that em- 
ployed by Chas. Pfizer & Co. 
in promoting Sigmamycin. A 


brochure mailed to physicians | 


reproduced “professional 
cards” of fictitious doctors un- 
der the caption: “More and 
More Physicians Find Sigma- 
mycin the Antibiotic Therapy 
of Choice.” 

Pfizer officials agreed 
such promotion was ‘‘question- 
able” after the Saturday Re- 
view, a weekly magazine, and 
the Post-Dispatch, in separate 
investigations, determined that 
the cards were not bona fide 
and called attention to dubious 
antibiotic promotion, deplored 
by many doctors. 

The Federal Food and Drug 
Department has _ jurisdiction 
only over labeling. 

Senator Magnuson had called 
attention to the fact that sale 
of a fixed combination of drugs 
was taking the place of com- 
pounding of prescriptions as 
written by a physician without 
reference to the possibility that 
some individuals could not tol- 
erate some of the ingredients. 

To this, Gwynne replied that 
the FTC study had showed that 
about 80 per cent of ethical 
drugs are being dispensed in 
the form in which they are 
prepared and delivered to the 


druggist by the manufacturer 
The commission had con- 
cluded, he added, that there is

Gov. James T. Blair, 
had awarded the contract to 
Missouri Power & Light but 
canceled it when a controversy 
arose. attended a hearing held 
hv a House committee named 
to look into circumstances of 
the contract award. 

Blair, accompanied by his 
hrother. Cireuvit Judge Sam 
Blair. sat in the front row of 
the House lounge and remained 
thro.ghout the four-and-one- 
half-hour session. He listened 
intently, occasionally indicating 
to his assistants some point jn 
which he was particularly inter- 
ested. He declined to comment 
the matter following the 
hearing 

Got Copy of Contract. 

James P. McClanahan, man- 
ager of the Callaway Electric 
Co-operative, told the commit- 
tee he obtained a copy of the 
Missouri Power & . Light con- 
tract after it had been approved 
bv the state 

“It was based on information 
altogether different from what 
had been indicated to the co- 
operative were the states re- 
quirements at the hospital.” he 
said 

“The contract provided that 
Missouri Power & Light would 
supply power five months each 
year to main part of the 
hospital and to the geriatrics 
buildings.” 

No such requirements were 
given to the co-operative as a 
basis for its bid to supply pow- 
er at the Fulton institution, he 
added 

“Our proposal based 
only on supplying the geriatrics 
buildings which are outside 
the limits. and to be on 
emergency stand-by basis for 
rest of the hospital,” Mc- 
Clanahan stated 

He told the committee that 
a “mutual understanding” had 
existed for a long time between 
Callaway Co-operative and Mis- 
souri Power & Light that 
neither would attempt to serve 
a customer of the other. 

Says Pact Was Breached.

trics buildings at the same site 
where we had been furnishing 
power for some farm buildings, 
there was a definite breach of 
this understanding,” McClana- 
han said 

“This follows a nation-wide 
pattern of big utilities against 
co-operatives.” 

The Callaway Co-operative 
official said his organization 
could have saved the state a 
minimum of $6000 a year “just 
at the beginning” if it received 
the Fulton hospital contract. 

“Later, the savings would be 
much greater,’ he continued 
“We invite the committee to 
employ a disinterested engi- 
neer for the purpose of mak- 
ing a study and reporting back 
to this committee as to which 
was the more economical pro- 
posal for the state.” 

Believes Injunction Possible. 


Clyde Burch, city attorney of 
Fulton, which has a municipal 
power plant, said he believes 
the state of Missouri could be 
enjoined from permitting Mis- 
sourl Power & Light or any 
other outside source from pro- 
viding electricity to the Ful- 
ton State Hospital 

Burch, one of eight witnesses 
who appeared before the com- 
mittee yesterday, said he felt 
a request by the city for 
injunction would be successful 
“unless there is a change in 
public poticy through legisla- 
tion or a decision on the fr 
chise rights of @ city by the 
Supreme Court.” 

Burch said the policy gener- 
ally throughout the nation is 
against parallel utilities com- 
peting inside a city 

Fulton's position in the con- 
troversy has been that the 
city’s municipally-owned plant 
has exclusive franchise rights 
within the city limits, and Mis- 
souri Power & Light Co., can- 
not furnish power to the main 
part of the hospital because it 
is inside the Fulton city limits 

Most Economical Way. 

Representative Thomas A 
Walsh (Dem.). St. Louis, ques- 
tioned witnesses repeatedly as 
to whether they felt the state 
would save money by generat- 
ing electricity with its own 
plant at the hospital, rather 
than buying power from an 
outside source 

In reply to one such ques- 
tion, W. C. Whitlow, a Fulton 
attorney and also a member of 
the City Council's Utilities 
Committee, replied: “I don't

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Nigeria, Trembling on Brink 


Ambition of Its People.

P OLITICALLY, NIGERIA MAY well come to dominate all 


rest of the continent in the drive for independence and 


democracy. 


This, however, could be of less importance in the next few 
years than the economic impact of emerging Nigeria—a nation 
of nearly 40,000,000 people achieving independence and eco- 


nomic development simultaneously. 


The economic and political 


future of the country is, of course, an intertwined whole. 


What are the prospects of 
this territory which will be 
granted independence within 
the British Commonwealth next 
year” 

The writer flew the 2000 
miles from Khartoum to Lagos 
in the company of a Dutch 
sugar executive with 20 years 
of experience in Java. 

“In West Africa,” he said 
referring chiefly to Nigeria and 
Ghana, “the British have shown 
the world how a colonial power 
may withdraw gracefully and 
with great benefit to the colo- 
nial territory and to itself.” 

He did not directly criticize 
the performance of the Neth- 
erlands in Indonesia, but the 
implication was very strong 
that by attempting to stem the 
tide of nationalism the Nether- 
lands had created trouble for 
itself and for the Indonesian 
people. Now Dutch business 
men, expelled from Indonesia, 
are trying to replant ‘them- 
selves inindependent and 
emerging territories in Africa 

New Refining Industry. 

The sugar man from Java is 
establishing a sugar refining 
industry in Nigeria. Former 
Dutch rubber plantation man- 
agers from vava are supervis- 
ing the establishment of co- 
operative rubber plantations in 


Nigeria, a country which has 
almost ideal conditions for 
growing rubber. 

The government of the 


Netherlands has organized 
something called the Nether- 
lands Development Corporation 
to act as a middleman between 
private Dutch skills and capital 
and emerging Africa. Among 
other things this corporation 
has arranged for a survey of 
the whole Niger river complex 
to explore the possibilities of 
development on the Tennessee 
Valley Authority pattern. The 
prospects seem excellent. 

Representatives of “the West 
African program of the Rocke- 
feller brothers fund” recently 
arrived in Lagos. This nonprofit 
group also seeks to explore 
economic development possibil- 
ities in Nigeria and Ghana and 
to pass on their results to pri- 
vate investors in Europe and 
the United States 

German and Italian business 


men are active in Africa, the 
Italians especially so in Ni- 
geria. At the moment the Ital- 


jans are expanding a plastics 
factory. An investor from Leb- 
anon is building a shoe factory 
here. | 

But for the most part Ni- 
geria remains a great produc- 
tive outlet for British capital, 
skills and energies. British 
business and industry is visible 
on every hand, expanding its 
Nigerian operations. 

Facts Belie Beliefs. 

Nigeria seems to many econ- 
omists to be trembling on the 
brink of an economic boom. 

Perhaps the idea that Ni- 
geria is a strange and faraway 
land of savages and ritual mur- 
der still dominates American 
business thinking. The facts do 
not bear out this idea. 

Nigeria is attracting Euro- 
pean investors because it is a 
land of vigorous and ambitious 
people. British colonialism has 
accomplished much of the basic 
development of the country— 
encouraging education, reduc- 
ing the incidence of tropical 
disease and building roads and 
some railroads. The Nigerians 
have had just a taste of twen- 
tieth century western life and 
they want more—fast. 


Increasing, moreover, they 


are able to afford more. Eco- | 


nomic development over the 
last half century has been 
particularly favorable to a 
rapid growth period now, 

Nigerians generally do not 
share the pattern of much of 
the rest of Africa—of subsist- 
ence agriculture, often on the 
basis of low technology meth- 
ods and sometimes, as in Ethio- 
pia, ridden by landlordism. The 
typical Nigerian is a peasant 
working his own or tribal land, 
growing cash crops as well as 
food for his family. 

These cash crops are useful- 
ly diversified. Nigeria is not 
one-crop country. Nigerian 


colombite, a specialty ore used 
in high grade steels. There isa 
coal field in the south central 
region and undeveloped water 
power. 

Nigerians are avid readers 
They buy books and news- 
papers as fast as they are pub- 
lished. Literacy figures are out 
of date but it is estimated at 
nearly 50 per cent and grow- 
ing daily. 

But perhaps the most signifi- 
cant basis for Nigerian eco- 
nomic development is a phe- 
nomenon which must be pecu- 


liar to West Africa—the mammy 


trade. 

There are at least seven cities 
in Nigeria with a population of 
more than 100,000 and each is 
a haven for thousands of small 
traders, many of them women. 
On every hand one hears suc- 
cess stories of African women 
who pyramided three pins and 
a bag of peanuts into a great 
fortune. Such tales no doubt 
are exaggerated but some are 
true 

What this free enterprise ac- 
tivity has accomplished is to 
accustom a great segment of 
the population to modern com- 
merce and industry. It is an 
important part of the ground- 
work for economic expansion 

This is not to say that a na- 
tion of small traders can by this 
process alone achieve modern 
economic development. Both 
outside capital in great quanti- 
ties and wise government plan- 
ning are necessary for that. 

Original Impetus. 

The original impetus for West 
African, and especially Nigerian. 
small trading activity was the 
palm oil business. This is han- 
died largely by Unilever—a 
complex international corpora- 
tion which operates in the Unit- 
ed States under the name of 
Lever Brothers and in Africa 
largely under the name of the 
United Africa Co. 

Twenty-‘ive Unilever. ships 
regularly ply between Nigeria 
and Europe, shipping palm oil 
from here and returning with 
trade goods, notably brightly 
printed cottons. 

As in all developing but still 
underdeveloped countries there 
are uneven spots and distor- 
tions in the Nigerian econ- 
omy. Notably, the Moslem 
north, once the most progres- 
sive part of the country, has 
fallen badly behind in educa- 


tion, health and economic ex- 
pansion. British colonial au- 
thorities left things pretty 


much to the local rulers, the 
emirs, with somewhat sad re- 
sults 

A great deal of the future 
of Nigeria also depends on 
the performance of the inde- 
pendent government. There is 
a tendency, deplored by some 
orthodox, “free enterprise” ob- 
servers, for the government to 
participate in larger industrial 
ventures, especially in_ the 
field of transportation. Nigeria 
also has a start toward a New 
Deal kind of welfare state in 
its health and educational 
services, Most cash crop mar- 
keting is handled by a govern- 
ment marketing board. 

Similar Tendencies. 

The same tendency is visible 
in Asia and Latin America. 

As an example of what eco-

Collecting All the Tax 


Recently there have been many 
discussions about the Missouri 
state income tax. The proposal to 
make this a withholding tax is a 
good one and should provide the 
state with additional revenue at 
no increase in tax rates.

Reasonable Search 


The only aspect of Circuit Attorney Eagle- 
ton’s 13-point legislative program likely to 
provoke controversy involves a_ statutory 
change giving St. Louis police greater latitude 
in searching for concealed weapons. 

St. Louis officers now may search a person 
for a weapon only when they have reasonable 
grounds to believe that the individual has 
committed a crime. What Mr. Eagleton pro- 
poses is to allow St. Louis police the same 
latitude now possessed by Kansas City police. 
They would be permitted to stop a person for 
questioning when they had reason to suspect 
he had committed, was committing or was 
about to commit a crime. In such cases the 
officer for his own protection would be free 
to search for a concealed weapon. If one 
were found it would be admissible as evidence 
of a law violation. 

“Unreasonable searches” are expressly pro- 
hibited by the United States and Missouri con- 
stitutions, and the Legislature has no power 
to authorize an unreasonable search, In Mr. 
Eagleton’s view, the only effect of the change 
he proposes would be to reduce the amount 
of proof of a crime that the police officer 
must have at the time he begins his search. 
The officer would still have to prove that he 
had “reasonable” grounds for a search, and 
the final word on this would be in the hands 
of a court. Indiscriminate frisking of law- 
abiding citizens would not be permitted; nor 
would the measure authorize searches of a 
home or other private place. 

There has been a substantial increase in 
the carrying of concealed weapons in St. 
Louis. In 1956, police presented about 350 
such cases to the Circuit Attorney’s office; by 
last year the number had risen to over 700, 
although all but 150 were technically faulty 
under the existing search statute. 

Under the circumstances it seems to us 
that for the protection both of police and so- 
ciety as a whole a statute along the lines sug- 
gested by the Cireuit Attorney would be in 
the public interest. 

Mr. Eagleton’s record on civil liberties is a 
good one. Given both the concealed weapons 
menace in St. Louis and the existence of the 
Kansas City statute, it seems to us that a bill 
along the lines he suggests ought to be given 
a trial at least. 

The remainder of his program, including a 
committee-approved bill giving judges the 
right to order a joint trial of two or more 
defendants in sex cases, proposes reasonable, 
practicable and humane changes in the crimi- 
nal code. In general they would help enforce- 
ment of the liquor, narcotics, lottery, bur- 
glary, prostitution and auto safety laws in St. 
Louis, and on their face deserve to be passed. 

Two deserve special mention. One would 
provide that sentences would commence to 
run the day the judge actually sentenced 
the defendant, not when he is received at 
the penitentiary up to six weeks later, as has 
happened too often. Another would provide 
means for the return to this state of a ma- 
terial witness who had fled to another state 
and declined to return, as occurred here in 
the Bullock case. 


‘No Religious Test’ 

Two national magazines with large circula- 
tions—Look and Life—currently carry ar- 
ticles on 1960 presidential prospects, Because 
Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts is on 
everybody's list of Democratic possibilities, 
both articles deal with him and his religious 
affiliation. 

The Constitution says “no religious test 
shall ever be required as a qualification to 
any office or public trust under the United 
States.” The Post-Dispatch believes in that 
principle today just as strongly as it did in 
1928, when Al Smith was the Democratic 
candidate for President. 

In our opinion Senator Kennedy has some 
qualifications for the presidency and some 
disqualifications, but his membership in the 
Catholic ehurch falls into neither category. 
So would we believe about any other candi- 
date’s membership in any other church, or 
for that matter membership in no church. 
If the Constitution is something to live by, as 
we believe, the presidency ought to be open 
on equal terms to Protestants, Catholics, 
Jews, Mohammedans, agnostics, and atheists. 

The other side of the coin is that the presi- 
dency ought not to be used in aid of any 
church or faith. On this point Senator Ken- 
nedy, for one, appears to be making himself 
clear. According to Look, the young Senator 
believes that “the separation of church and 
state is fundamental to our American concept 
and heritage and should remain so.” He is 
quoted as “flatly” opposing the appointment 
of an ambassador to the Vatican or the use 
of federal funds for support of parochial or 
private schools. Life elaborates on the lat- 
ter point by noting that Mr. Kennedy opposes 
use of federal funds to purchase books, pay 
teachers or provide transportation for paro- 
chial school pupils. 

Senator Kennedy’s religion ought to be 
entirely excluded from the coming campaign, 
but inevitably it will be discussed. We hope 
that the result of.the discussion will be to 
uphold the Constitution both in Article 6, 
which bars a religious test for office, and in 
the First Amendment, which forbids ‘an 
establishment of religion” or interference 
with “the free exercise thereof.” 


Peace in Sight on Cyprus 


~ The signing in London of the agreement 
on independence for Cyprus is the best piece 
of diplomatic news in a long time. Although 
it had been expected Britain would sign the 
Zurich accord, which Greece and Turkey last 
week worked out, there were some last min- 
ute reports that Archbishop Makarios, leader 
of the Greek Cypriots, might balk. Fortu- 
nately, these fears failed to materialize. 

Sir Hugh Foot, British governor of Cyprus, 
last week described the Greco-Turkish plan 
for independence as “something like a mira- 
cle.” The principal points include, in addition 
to independence, security for the Turkish mi- 
nority, and British rights to maintain bases 
on Cyprus. This means sacrifice for all. 

Both Greece and the Greek Cypriots had 
wanted to see Cyprus become a part of 
Greece. The British had sought to hold onto 
the crown colony. The Turkish Cypriots, 
numbering only 100,000 and fearing the 
400,000 Greek Cypriots, had wanted partition. 
Turkey, fearing a Greek-dominated island 
only 40 miles from the Turkish mainland, had 
wanted the status quo or partition. Thus it 
is apparent that all made major compromises. 

While the population is divided 80-20, the 
Cypriot parliament is to be 70 per cent Greek 
and 30 per cent Turkish. The president of 
the new republic will be a Greek (the first 
one probably will be Makarios) and the vice 


president a Turk. Each will have definite 
veto powers. It is to be hoped that, after the 
hardships and horror of the four recent years 
of fighting, the Cypriots will find these pro- 
visions sufficient to permit their communities 
to exist in genuine peace. 


Now, Missouri’s Turn 

Missouri at last has an opportunity to join 
the growing ranks of pay-as-you-go income tax 
states. Senator Frank X. Reller of Wentzville 
os roanene a withholding bill in the State 

nate. 

Senator Reller estimates that tax collection 
by employers from paychecks would increase 
State revenue by $6,500,000 to $8,000,000 a 
year. He believes that some 200,000 persons 
are now evading the tax, including itinerant 
workers. And he adds: 


I am opposed to increasing any state taxes, 
or imposing new ones, until we have ex- 
hausted every available means to make cer- 
tain that we are collecting all the money we 
are supposed to have under our existing tax 
structure, 


No doubt Senator Reller’s estimates of 
additional revenue and evasion will be chal- 
lenged in debate. But so far the critics of 
withholding have been unable to make any 
better estimate than that of Director of Reve- 
nue Milton Carpenter, whose figures gen- 
erally coincide with those of Senator Reller. 

Above all, the critics have not challenged 
the claim that withholding does bring in con- 
siderably more money. They cannot challenge 
this. It has already been proved by 12 states 
which practice pay-as-you-go methods of in- 
come tax collection. 

Most of these states employ the methdds 
proposed in the Reller bill: issuance of state 
tax tables by which employers may readily 
figure taxes to be withheld; requirement of 
annual income tax returns from taxpayers; 
and refunds for over-payments when neces- 
sary. This is the simplest method of adminis- 
tration. 

The Massachusetts Legislature has just ap- 
proved withholding, New York and Minne- 
sota’s Governors have proposed it, and five 
other states are considering pay-as-you-go 
laws. In every case these states are caught 
between high taxes and the need for still 
more revenue. 

This is precisely the situation which con- 
fronts Missouri. When 12 states have demon- 
strated the value of pay-as-you-go and eight 
others have been obliged to consider it, how 
can Missouri sensibly ignore the issue? 


The Worst They Could Say 


Feature Writer Jim Bishop, bending over 
backward to be kind to Jimmy Hoffa, con- 
cludes a review of the McClellan committee 
evidence with the observation that “the worst 
they could say of him” was that Jimmy Hoffa 
had “grossly misused some $2,400,000" in 
Teamster funds. 

The beneficiaries, says Mr. Bishop, were 
Jimmy Hoffa, his cronies and friends. As for 
all those confusing financial transactions, they 
“tend to show that Hoffa was willing, almost 
eager, to lend Teamster money to friends pro- 
viding the friends were willing, within a week 
or two, to lend Jimmy Hoffa a few thousand.” 

But, Jim Bishop emphasizes, the committee 
never called Hoffa a crook. It never charged 
him with stealing. The worst it could say was 
that he misused Teamster funds. 

Which, after all, may be quite bad enough 
for most Americans—and most Teamsters. 


More Than Courtesies 


President Lopez Mateos of Mexico wel- 
comed President Eisenhower for a brief visit 
to Acapulco with a statement that relations 
between the two countries are “truly satis- 
factory.” This is perhaps a courteous exag- 
geration invited by a courtesy visit, but rela- 
tions are indeed good. And as President Eis- 
enhower responded, good relations are a 
necessity. 

Mr, Eisenhower stated that “We never want 
our long common frontier guarded by guns 
or machines of war.” The frontier, which 
has seldom been guarded in any serious way, 
is 1550 miles long. That is one measure of 
Mexican-United States relations. 

With a growing population of 32 million, 
Mexico is the third largest nation of the New 
World. It is the United States’ eighth best 
customer in the world. Three fourths of 
Mexican imports are from this country; more 
than 60 per cent of her exports are to us. 
The United States has more than 70 millions 
invested there. 

Mexico’s gross national product is growing 
at a truly remarkable rate. Inflation, how- 
ever, worked hardships on the two thirds 
of the people whom Industrialization has not 
encompassed. And Mexico depends on United 
States tourists to make up for the “dollar 
gap” created by such industrial expansion. 

These statistics cannot, of course, depict 
the underlying pride, the ancient traditions 
and devotion to independence of the Mexican 
people. Mexico has already proved historical- 
ly that it will not be tail to a North American 
kite.’ But it is better for the United States to 
have a strong and independent friend south 
of the border than a guarded border. 


Two Bids and a Third 


TVA’s acceptance of a British bid over two 
American bids for a generator at one of its 
steam plants has raised a hubbub of criticism, 
but the most relevant question appears to be: 
“How stoutly are American firms competing 
with firms abroad—or with each other, for 
that matter?” 


The two American bidders bid within 1% 
per cent of each other—a remarkably close 
similarity—while the British company under- 
bid them by more than 30 per cent—a wide 
enough disparity to raise a question whether 
the others could not have done better. The 
bid of C, A. Parsons & Co., Ltd., of New- 
castle, in the amount of $13,140,700, was 
firm, furthermore. There were escalation 
clauses in the Westinghouse bid of $19,453,- 
725 and the General Electric bid of $19,673,- 
780 which could have brought them still 
higher. 

Westinghouse, blaming higher labor costs, 
said the award was “a t to the nation’s 
security.”

How Two Governors Approach Taxes 


Williams of Michigan Would Levy on Some, Rockefeller of New York on All

Two Ivy League millionaires — 
Governors of great industrial states 
—were faced with strikingly similar 
problems and came up with reveal- 
ingly different answers. 

Michigan’s Gov. G. Mennen Wil- 
liams, Princeton, ’33, and New York's 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, Dart- 
mouth, '30, asked their legislatures 
for huge tax increases. 


Democrat Williams sought 140 mil- 
lion dollars a year to balance record 
state spending of 
slightly more 
than one billion 
dollars. 

Republican 
Rockefeller needs 
277 million dol- 
lars for a. budget 
which tops two 
billion dollars for 
the first time in New York history. 

For the two states, percentagewise 
and in relation to population, the 
tax increases are about equal. 


The taxes Williams and Rocke- 
feller asked for, the ones they re- 
jected and the receptions they got 
from different economic and political 
groups show clearly the contrast be- 
tween the two men. 

Williams, the darling of the ultra- 
liberal Democrats, demanded taxes 
on the profits of corporations and 
‘tbanks—plus an income tax limited 
to middle and upper income fam- 
ilies. 


Rockefeller, champion of ‘“‘mod- 
ern” Republicans, asked for consum- 
ers’ taxes—plus an income tax in- 
crease which would bear heaviest on 
families at the lower and upper 
ends of the income scale. 

Rockefeller’s proposed consumers’ 
taxes include a two-cent-a-pack in- 
crease on cigarettes and two cents a

gallon on gasoline. He also proposed 
taxing cigars and pipe tobacco. 

Another Rockefeller recommenda- 
tion ealls for higher death duties, 
with the increase proportionately 
greater on estates valued at between 
$2000 and $50,000. 

Williams frankly wrote an income 
tax to exempt two thirds of Mich- 
igan families, those with the least 
income. 

He declared undying opposition to 
any attempt to increase consumer 
taxes. 

Rockefeller’s income tax increase 
seeks to reduce family exemptions 
by at least a half, a move which will 
reguire 400,000 lower income fam- 
ilies to pay taxes for the first time. 

The New York Governor also 
asked for three new tax brackets— 
with higher rates—at the top of the 
scale. He ignored all demands for 
more taxes on business and industry. 

For a married couple with one 
child, the Williams tax program 
would cost nothing if family income 
is less than $5167. 

The New York Times estimated 
that Rockefeller’s tax program would 
mean a tax increase of about 50 
per cent for a typical one-child 
family having an 
income between 
$4500 and $7000. 
Dollarwise, the in- 
crease was esti- 
mated at $53. be- 
fore offsetting 
federal tax reduc- 
tions. 

Percentage in- 
_ creases for fami- 
lies earning below 
$4500 would range 
up to 300 per cent 
under the Rockefeller plan, but the 
dollar increase would be extremely 
small. 

Williams defended his program as 
based on “ability to pay.” He said 
it would equalize Michigan's tax

structure, which he claims is now 
placing an unjust burden on the 
poor. 

Rockefeller said his program 
would broaden the tax base and be 
paid by everyone —rich and poor 
alike. 

Both men went on television to 
sell their ideas to the voters—Wil- 
liams before his message went to 
the legislature, Rockefeller after he 
spoke to the lawmakers. 


Michigan Republicans denounced 
Williams as a spendthrift, accused 
him of anti-business. sentiment, said 
he is influenced 
by labor union 
bosses and im- 
plied he is using 
taxes to redistrib- 
ute wealth rather 
than raise rev- 
enue. 

New York Dem- 
ocrats screamed 
that Rockefeller 
wants to “soak the 
poor,” claimed his 
income tax chang- 
es are “discriminatory and regres- 
sive because they will hit hardest the 
people least able to pay.” 

Labor union leaders gave three 
cheers for Williams as the protector 
of the working man. 

New York labor unions sent an 
angry delegation to call on Rocke- 
feller and demand better treatment. 

Both Governors issued appeals for 
a truce on partisanship—and were 
threatened with undercurrents of op- 
position within their own parties. 

Most Michigan Democrats said 
they will support the Williams pro- 
gram, but a few showed distaste for 
his income tax. 

Most New York Republicans rallied 
behind Rockefeller, but a few re- 
belled on the gasoline tax and others 
muttered that he had turned traitor 
by asking for more state spending.

Von Schuschnigg told the 


group Europe has realized that 
American prosperity is not 
necessarily due to the vast area 
and resources of this country, 
but rather to its economic or- 
ganization. 

Through the common market 
plan, Europe hopes to attain 
a similar prosperity through a 
similar efficient economic or- 
ganization, he said 

He added that a corollary 
benefit of the plan was that it 
would tie France and West 
Germany so closely together 
in an economic sense that It 
is doubtful if there will ever be 
war between them again. 

Prof. Junckerstorff termed 
the plan the “biggest experi- 
ment in economic policy in 
European history.” 

When the treaty drawn 
up, he said, there were many 
jokes about it in Europe, and 
many persons thought that the 
plan would enter history as 
merely a vrief attempt to unify 
Europe. 

However, ratification of the 
treaty by the participating Nna- 
tions has already brought 
about a 10 per cent reduction 
in tariffs, and it has shown 
Europeans the great potential 
inherent in the plan, he said 

The common market idea 1s 
economic in its conception, but 
its eventual goal is a unified 
political community, he added 

Prof. McKenna pointed out

Pitcher Larry Jackson agreed 
to a reported $17,000 salary 
late vesterday after a confer- 
ence with General Manager 
Bing Devine Jim Brosnan, 
another  huret. had gone 
through the formality of sign- 
ing in the morning 

Mizell telephoned to inform 
Devine he was on his way to St 
Petersburg and would arrive by 
this evening. Devine said, how- 
ever, that there still was some 
difference between what the 
club had offered and what Miz- 
ell wanted as a salary 

Besides Mizell and Barnes, 
three other Cardinals are un- 
signed. They are First Base- 
men Joe Cunningham and 
George Crowe and Outfielder 
Irv Noren. 

One Workout a Day. 

Manager Hemus said he 
would stick to a program of one 
workout a day unless indica-

Golf Amateurs Get 
Boost From Smith

Horton Smith had a reply to the recent comment by Lloyd 


Mangrum that amateurs shouldn't be allowed to 


professional golf tournaments. 


“Golf is basically an amateur 
game.” said Smith, the one- 
time 
here for the annual dinner of 
the St. Louis District Golf As- 
sociation. 

“If there weren't any ama- 
teurs. there wouldn't be any 
professionals,” said Smith, a 
golf Hall of Fame member who 
now is pro at Detroit Golf 
Club 


“That doesn't mean that a 
pro tournament should have a 
lot of 15-handicap  plavers.” 
Smith added. “But certainly 
the good amateurs add some- 
thing to a tournament, those 
stars like Chuck Kocsis and 
Bob Babbish of our Detroit 
area and Bob Cochran and the 
Manions and Whitbreads of St. 
Louis golf.” 

100 Days With Hagen. 

Smith touched all bases in 
a talk before 262 dinner guests 
at Norwood Hills Country Club 
last night and dwelled briefly 


on his “100 Days With Walter 
Hagen.” his advertised theme. 
“We played 100 exhibition 


matches in 1929 and we had a 
side agreement of $1 a stroke,” 
Smith recalled “We holed out 
almost everything, and Hagen 


took $22 of my money. Of 
course, he already had bor- 
rowed more than that from 
me.” 


If.Franc's Ouimet ignited the 
spark that made golf a game 
of nation-wide interest, Hagen 
fanned it into a flame, said 
Smith 

“He was a great strategist.” 
Horton explained. “A _ great 
navigator on the golf course, he 
could judge distance wonder- 
fully well. He had a knack for 
reckoning the height of the 
flagstick as compared with a 
nearby tree and then translat- 
ing those factors into distance. 

Hagen, Not Hogan. 

“In recent times youve 
heard Ben Hogan speak of the 
desirability of a ‘repeating’ 
swing. Well, Hagen’s style was 
different. He would improvise 
his shots and his swing, de- 
pending on the _ situation. 
That's one reason he won the 
British Open four times, be- 
cause he could adjust so well 
to the varying conditions found 
over there.” 

Smith lamented the fact that 
Hagen did not continue as an 
active player in the game as 
some old-timers have. Horton, 
who was a 20-year-old when 
Hagen was in his 1929 prime, 
still is active as a teacher and 
player after having recovered 
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Joplin Ghost on his visit '

NEW YORK, Feb. 20 ‘AP)—A drop in earnings in 1958 is 
being reported today by two out of three American corpora- 
tions. But in the majority of cases the decline was reversed 
or trimmed substantially in the final months of the year.

Declines are 
shown by 430. There are 30 re- 
porting a net loss in 1958, 
against 23 in 1957. 

COMBINED THE 1770 RE- 
port profits of $9,174.278,000 
compared with $10,730,080,000 
made by the same companies 
in 1957. This is only a sam- 
pling of all corporate profits. 
When final figures are im a 
couple of months hence, total 
United States corporate profits 
are predicted to be around 36 
billion dollars. It was an up 
and down year for profits. In 
the first three months of 1958 
they were running at an an- 
nual rate of less than 32 billion 
dollars. In the final three | 
months of the year the pace 
had quickened to an estimated 
45 billion annual rate. 

PROFITS ARE EXPECTED 
to rise still further as 1959 
progresses. President Eisen- 
hower's budget estimates are 
pegged in part to this antiei- 
pation—that the Treasury will 
get tatter collections from 
higher corporate ineome. To 
balance the budget larger prof- 
its than current ones will be 
needed.

Does Federal 


SlumProgram | 


Fall Short? 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPID— 
Does the federal slum clearance 
and urban rehabilitation pro- 
gram fall short in its preoccu- 
pation with downtown areas? 
The question is one of several 
raised in an essay entitled “The 


Challenge of Urban Renewal,” 
published by the Urban Land 
Institute. Its author is M. Car- 
ter McFarland, director of the 
Federal Housing Agency's di- 
vision of economics and pro- 
gram studies 


McFarland says, in effect, 
that the federal slum clearance 
program probably is not broad 
enough “to accomplish the 
complex and many-sided job of 
renewing our cities.” 

Program Deficient. 

He specifies that the pro- 
gram is deficient in at least two 
mportant respects: 

It tends to deal with 
downtown areas, ignoring the 
problem of rapidly proliferat- 
ing suburbia. 

It is too little concerned 
with renewal of non-residential 
areas which are run down and 
less economic than they need 
be 

In the metropolitan age 
which is emerging, it is diffi- 
cult to isolate downtown prob- 
and developments from 
those jn the suburbs,” McFar- 

nd said. “And, indeed, one 
set of forces is inter-related 
with the other. 


“Suburban areas certainly do 
not have the widespread slums 
and blight which are found in 
the heart of most cities. How- 
ver, urban renewal means 
ight prevention as well as 
‘imination. It also means de- 
elopment and maintenance of 
sound, healthy communities. 
These things are as much need- 
ed in the suburbs as they are 
downtown.” 


Two barriers appear to im- 
pede the development of 
broad-scale urban _ renewal 
planning, McFarland said. One 
is that when Congress wrote 
the basic legislation authoriz- 
ing Federal slum _ clearance 
grants—the Housing Act of 
1949—it indicated an intent to 
use the authority only in di- 
rect support of slum clearance 
and redevelopment actiivties. 
Hence, although there is in the 
law ‘“‘svfficient authority for 
the assembling, planning and 
development of outlying open 
land,’ McFarland finds it has 
barely been exercised. 

No Total Coverage. 


A second impediment to 
comprehensive metropolitan 
rehabilitation is “‘fractionalized 
governmental 
in practically no situation 
which can be named does the 
jurisdiction of a single local 
government cover the metro- 
politan area of a major city.” 

The key parts of a compre- 
hensive approach to urban re- 
newal—land use control, water 
supply, sewage treatment and 
disposal, schools, transporta- 
tion—must ultimately be dealt 
with in a unified way, not 
piecemeal, McFarland said. 

A second deficiency in the 
Federal program, he asserts, is 
the emphasis on slum clear- 
ance and residential redevelop- 
ment as distinguished from the 
elimination of commercial and 
industrial blight. 


This is easy to understand, 
McFarland finds, for this rea- 
son: “Because of the human 
values involved, Congress has 
considered the improvement of 
housing conditions a proper 
and necessary function of the 
Federal Government. It has 
been reluctant to authorize 
federal pregrams to clear and 
rebuild cities, as cities.” 

But, the writer warned, 
“residential and non-residen- 
tial blight are too closely in- 
ter-related and _  inter-depen-

On Housing 


Costs Urged 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif.— 
The greatest contribution the 
Federal Government can make 
to American housing is _ re- 
search on costs, C. R. Mitchell, 
president of the United States 
Savings and Loan League, be- 
lieves 


Mitchell, addressing the an- 
nual management conference 
of the California Savings and 
Loan League here. said that 
the United States badly needs ‘‘a 
revolutionary breakthrough” on 
housing costs, and urged that 
the Federal Government give 
more attention to this critical 
problem. 


The League president assert- 
ed that until now, the principal 
and almost exclusive interest 
in housing has been in connec- 
tion with home mortgage cred- 
it. He said this “exclusive” ap- 
proach has had the unfortunate 
result of reducing research on 
housing costs 

Not Enough Research. 

“As iong as houses can be 
built and sold under the ap- 
proach of solving the costs by 
lowering down payments. and 
lengthening maturities to 30, 
35 or 40 vears, there will be a 
minimum of research and ef- 
fort directed at greater effi- 
ciency and lower costs by 
either builders or ‘suppliers,’ 
said Mitchell. 

Mitchell, who is president of 
the First Federal Savings and 


Loan Association of Kansas 
City, Mo., said that’ the 
National Association of Home 


Builders has made progress in 
research looking toward more 
economical ways of producing 
housing, and he added 

“There is some other re- 
search going on in this field, 
but not nearly enough has been 
done or is being done in at- 
tacking the problem of housing 
costs.

The League official warned 
that housing costs have con- 
tinued to rise, year in and year 
out, in periods of prosperity 
and recession, and that the rise 
in housing costs has been 
much, much higher than the 
rise in living costs generally. 

“A substantial part of the 
problem can be traceg back to 
the steady year-by-year liberal- 
ization of home credit, which 
has made it easy to pass along 
the increased cost to the home 
buyer,’ Mitchell declared. 

“Part of the responsibility 
for this situation must rest with 
those who have annually advo- 
cated measures to further lib- 
eralize government - controlled 
credit. 

“It is still not fully under- 
stood that some of these meas- 
ures have the ultimate effect 
of increasing the cost of home- 
ownership to the average home- 
buving family, and may even- 
tually result in leading to con- 
trols on housing starts, prices 
and profits.”

“] WANT a hard book to read,” the little boy said 
on our second last trip to the Webster Groves Library. 
“A book that you'd read in seventh grade.” 

Since he is in second grade and just a shade beyond

the joyous adventures of 
Dick, Jane and baby sis- 
ter Sally, I discouraged 
the idea of a seventh 
grade book. It seemed to 
me that trying something 
too difficult would prove 
frustrating, But he per- 
sisted so finally | agreed 
that just this once he 
could make his own se- 
lections anywhere in the 
children’s department, 
not confining himself to 
Easy-to-Read stacks. 

His selections were in- 
teresting. A collection of 
fairy stories by Walter de 
la Hare, “Hans Brinker 
and the Silver Skates,” 
and, thickest of all, “The 
Three Musketeers” by 
Dumas. As predicted, the 
musketeers proved too 
But he is plowing with

Before the 
program, Grisbeck had asked Miss Ware if many of the 
children in special classes are unable to keep up and if 
failure injures them psychologically. Miss Ware said that 


about & per cent did fail but that, significantly, most of 
them wanted to return to the special classes and worked 
hard to do so. Defeat apparently heightens the challenge.

IN BRINGING UP children one is often up against a 


situation where a change of course is wise. 


In order to 


know whether it is, it is useful to have a good reliable 


beacon to steer by. 


Parents in a home where there are two boys 11 and 
8 say the thing by which they measured everything is 


whether it seems good for all the family. 


That is a 


pretty safe beacon to keep an eye on. 

In this home two years ago the Mother decided to 
go back to work, They wanted to buy a home and this 
seemed the way to do it. Andy, the younger boy, started 
school then and arrangements were made with a neighbor 
to care for him during out-of-school hours until Mother 


got home. 


Last fall at the end of a two-year trial, they 


decided it was not a good plan. 


So Mother quit 


her job. Dad says now, “It was the biggest move 


of the year. 


We can see the difference in the boys 


already. House or no house it wasn’t worth it.” 

Mother says, “There are days when I could wish 

I were back at work for I hate housework, but 

this is where I’m needed and when I see the 

change in all of us it is worth it.” 

As the parents tell the story, the older boy is dig- 
ging in on homework better since Mother has time to 
help him. The younger boy’s fretfulness has subsided. 
Both youngsters take responsibility better since Mother is 
there to follow up. The edge is off Dad's temper now 
that he does not have to pitch in on housework the min- 


ute he gets home.

THE Durable Laundry Co. 
doesn't sound romantic. But it 
is. In 1936, it was a sizable 
plant on Livernoyse street in 
Detroit. It was full of women 
Sorting, bleaching, washing, 
drying, packaging and billing. 
James I. Hoffa had no time 
for women. He had no time 
for liquor or smoking either. 
But women slowed a man 
down. 

At 23, a man is very wise. 
His world is full of black 
blacks and white whites — 
therc are no grays. James R. 
Hoffa was born positive. He 
now knew his goal—the top of 
the labor hierarchy—and he 
knew that he was going to 
have to fight his union super- 
iors as well as employers to 
make the climb. When a man 
is super-ambitious, romance is 
a weakness. 

The ladies at Durable tired 
of abuse from the boss. One 
day they just sat down in the 
plant and refused to work. The 
boss had a short fuse. He ran 
out and got a shotgun and 
aimed it at the girls and told 
them to get out. They got out. 

The Durable drivers belong- 
ed to the Teamsters. Young 
Hoffa heard about the strike 
and hurried to Durable laun- 
dry and beégan to walk the 
picket line. He was introduced 
to some of the girls. They 
smiled. He was so little: his 
hair was falling over his fore- 
head: his tie was crooked. He 
smiled briefly, like a kid who 
is afraid of being caught at 
it; his suit looked as though it 
had been slept in—which it 
had. : 

One of the girls was a slen- 
der, quiet blonde. Her name 
was Josephine Poszywak. Her 
job at Durable was to sort 
and package. She was serious 
about her work, and she saw 
at once that young Hoffa was 
serious about his. She walked 
her part of the picket line; 
he walked his. After the sec- 
ond day, he did something 
highly irregular: James Hoffa 
asked Josephine Poszywak for 
a date. 

She thought about it, and 
said yes. They went to a 
movie. It is possible Miss 
Poszywak had dancing in mind, 
but Hoffa had never learned 


to dance. That, to his way of 
thinking, was another weak- 
ness. They sat in the balcony. 
He didn’t hold hands. He 
bought candy bars and passed 
half to her. 

There were two movie 
dates. Suddenly, Jimmy felt 
miserable, He day-dreamed 
about Jo; he made excuses 
to hurry te the Durable 
laundry picket line. He had 
a sickening feeling that, 
overnight, he had fallen in 
love. On the picket line, he 
looked at Jo. She looked at 
him, still marching, and she 
smiled. Hoffa felt he could 
take the Durable laundry 
apart with his bare hands. 

The workers won this strike, 
and Josephine took Hoffa to 
her home to meet her parents. 
These were Poles who under- 
stood the hard facts of life. 
Also, they were religious. Mass 
and the sacraments were im- 
portant to them. To young 
Hoffa, this was a side of life 
he could not comprehend. Nor 
could he fake it. Then and 
now, he cannot force the word 
“father” out of his mouth in 
the presence of a priest. 

Jo too was in love. And love 
is an exciting compromise. She 
may have wanted to marry in 
the Roman Catholic church, 
but Jimmy did not. He won. 
They were married by a justice 
of the peace in Bowling Green, 
Ohio. There was no honey- 
moon, as such. Jo kept her job. 
Jim kept his.

The Bridge Deck

..“THIS HAND is a real 
‘weirdie’ in every sense of the 
word, The distribution and bid- 
ding were weird, the play even 
more so and the less said about 
the post-mortem, the better,” 
writes D. S. Hogmer in pre- 
senting today’s freak deal. 

There was a swing of 2860 
points on the hand. Our con- 
tributor played four spades, re- 
doubled, and with his 150 
honors, two overtricks and rub- 
ber bonus he scored 2180 
points. East could have made 
a small slam at hearts for 680 
points. 

“I sat South and gasped 
when I picked up this hand,” 
writes Mr. Hogmer. “While I 
was debating whether to open 
with a two or four-bid, I heard 
a voice say, ‘Pass.. When I 
looked around in amazement, 
I discovered that the voice was 
my own! East opened with two 
hearts and when I jumped to 
four spades, he doubled and I 
redoubled, closing the bidding. 
When my partner later con- 
gratulated me on my nerve in 
passing originally, I winked 
and kept my mouth shut. 
There are times when silence 
is golden.” 

At four spades declarer 
should take only his 10 solid 
trumps, losing three diamond 
tricks, but the defense failed 
to remove dummy’s lone 
trump, giving South a diamond 
ruff, and when East threw 
away a high diamond at the 
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end, South took the queen of 
diamonds for his twelfth trick. 

West opened the jack of 
hearts, East overtook with the 
queen and South trumped and 
led the three of diamonds, 
hoping to set up a ruff. West 
went in with the nine of dia- 
monds, but East overtook with 
the king and laid down the king 
of clubs. 

But South trumped the first 
club, ruffed the ten of dia- 
monds in dummy, returned to 
his hand with a club ruff and 
ran off his remaining spades.

year, the bridegroom was 
elected president of Teamsters 
Local 299. He had spent two 
years on a project of organiz- 
ing the drivers who haul new 
automobiles out of Michigan. 
The company owners hired 
strikebreakers, and the strike- 
breakers spun Hoffa into the 
dirt with their fists. Often he 
came home to the little flat 
with blood and lumps on his 
face. 


The young man brought his 
Kroger cronies into 299 with 
him. Owen (Bert) Brennan, a 
young fellow with charm to 
spare, became Hoffa's personal 
friend. These two walked the 
picket lines together, talked 
labor together, and their wives 
became friends. 


They lost a Bakers’ strike 
in 1938. It was a cold winter 
and Hoffa, the unemotional, 
could not stand to see the men, 
heads low against the driving 
snow, walking around the plant 
in shoes which lacked integrity. 
Hoffa borrowed $700 at Christ- 
mas time and stood beside the 
picket line with Brennan, pass- 
ing the money to the men. 

He gave $5 to each man; $10 
to married men; $15 to hard- 
ship cases. Brennan watched. 
“Jimmy,” he said, “my wife 
is working for a lousy $10 a 
week and we owe three months 
rent.” Hoffa kept passing the 
bills. “Hey,” said Bert Bren- 
nan, “save a couple of those 
for us.” Hoffa kept passing the 


money, snapped the final bill | 
in his hands, and gave it to « 


ragged looking man. 


“What the bell are you cry- 


ing about?” Hoffa said. “We 
don’t need any money.” Bren- 
nan did not realize then what 
he knows now: in a choice be- 
tween money and power, Hoffa 
will always choose power. 


At times he lost strikes; at 
times he lost members. But 
these were the temporary set- 
backs of a man who is climb- 
ing fast in loose stone. Day 
by day, Hoffa was growing 
stronger, bigger. In 1939, when 
his first child, Barbara Ann, 
was a year old, he bought a 
small house with brick facing 
on Trumbull street in Detroit.

This was an amal- 
gamation of unions in 12 mid- 
western states.

He had no labor philosophy, 
and did not understand the 
term.

We just gotta 
get the best contract we can 
for our guys, and that’s all 
there is to it.

Finishes for 
An Interior 


Woodwork 


By Hubbard Cobb 


FLAT WALL PAINTS are 
attractive and they are easy 
to apply but by and large they 
become soiled more easily and 
are more difficult to clean than 
other kinds of finishes. That's 
why most people do not use a 
flat wall paint on the interior 
woodwork—doors and window 
frames as well as baseboards. 

One of the best finishes for 
woodwork if you wish color is 
an interior enamel. You can 
get this sort of finish in just 
about any color you wish—the 
same as a flat wall if you want. 

Once it has been applied it 
produces a smooth surface 
which does not catch dirt and 
which can be easily wiped clean 
often with just a damp cloth. 

If the existing woodwork is 
finished with varnish and you 
wish to apply enamel, it’s not 
necessary to remove the old 
varnish unless it’s in very poor 
condition and badly cracked. 
All you have to do is wash it 
down with water and washing 
soda, rinse and when dry apply 
the paint. You can also roughen 
the surface by sanding instead 
of using the washing soda. 

If you wish to give wood- 
work a natural finish then you 
use either varnish or floor and 
trim seal. Varnish will give 
the wood a rather high gloss 
and also give it a slight yellow- 
ish cast. It is somewhat more 
difficult to apply and more 
costly than a trim seal. 

Trim seals are easily applied 
and when dry can be given a 
rubdown with wax to produce 
a very durable surface, 

Of course, if you wish a natu- 
ral finish you must start olf 
with bare wood. If the wood 
has previously been painted, 
the paint must first be re- 
moved before the varnish or 
trim seal goes on.

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Behind Murrow’s ‘Sabbatical’

I'll be working oc- 
casionally on ‘Smalk World.’ 
But no deadlines.”

EDWARD R. MURROW 


Murrow said that his widely 
publicized Chicago speech in 
which he castigated television 
for its almost unbroken record 
of escapist fare had nothing to 
do with the decision. Neither 
did the documentary on prosti- 
tution which he narrated and 
which also kicked up quite a 
storm. The fact is the word 
“sabbatical” is contained in his 


contract. Rumors about Murrow 
being lured to NBC are fairly 
thin and insubstantial, too. 
“Murrow is not likely to move 
to any other network in this 
lifetime,” a fellow who knows 
said the other day. In other 
words, the contract is pretty 
binding. 


Still, relations between Mur- 
row and the top brass at CBS 
are not as cordial as they once 
were. “That's common knowl- 
edge,” Murrow admitted. And 
there's no doubt but that the 
worsening relations helped 
speed the sabbatical. And 
there's no doubt—in my mind 
at least — that Murrow’'s de- 
parture, even if for one year, 
means that one more light has 
gone out. Television is getting 
to be a very dim chandelier in- 
deed. 


The same day that the Mur- 
row story broke, Louis H. 
Cowan, president of CBS, was 
making a speech which amount- 
ed to an apology to the Amer- 
ican Association of School Ad- 
ministrators: “Whether for self- 
ish reasons or not, we strive 
to get the public to look at 
television — even if only by 
amusing them or by indulging 
their curiosity. If we develop 
an audience, we can then bring 
to them on occasion great 
works of drama, of ballet, of 
music. We can introduce them 


to a world they never knew 
But we have to pace ourselves. 
We have to get their interest 
first.” 

Now if that isn’t the last 
word in condescension! As if 
we were a bunch of children 
who had to have our attention 
diverted by bright shiny beads 
while they sneak in a nugget 
of culture now and then. It is 
this sort of thinking which is 
doing much to wreck television 
—this idea that anything good 
must be administered like cas- 
tor oil and, conversely, any- 
thing lousy must automatically 
be popular, 

Frankly, I don't believe it. 
Some of the best things on 
television have also been aw- 
fully popular and some of the 
worst things have laid an egg 


It's hard to think that the pub- | 


lic has any brains or any taste, 
but it has repeatedly been 
shown that it has. 

One of the sore points be- 
tween Murrow and CBS is the 
28-man committee that now 
rules news policy at CBS. News 
by committee is no better than 
anything else by committee. It 


has a tendency to get milder 
and grayer and blander and 
hopelessly inoffensive. The 
hard, bright glitter of a single 


mind and a single personality 
is missing from any committee 
decision 

Even though he was the first 
to give credit to his whole 
team. Murrow was alwavs a 
massive individualist. His pro- 


grams had tremendous individ- 
uality. He'll be sorely missed, 
and it’s not at all likely that 
any new figure of his stature 
will arise in television. The 
epoch for great individuals like 
Murrow seems to be passing 
We're in the age of the com- 
mittee.
